JAP SOLDIERS IN WAR GAME

Trench Fighting at Night, Mining and
Counter-Mining Included In Meod-
ern Combat Practice.

The week's fighting maneuvers of the
Engineers' battnlion of the Japanese
Imperials Guards and Firet diviston
were enrrled out on n senle never be-
fore attempted, says the Enst and
West News, The war play occurred at
Otuharn, In the Tochigl prefeeture,
The operations fncluded rival armies’
trench fighting ut night, exuctly as
practiced in the present Burope war.
Mining snd ecounter-mining, with many
other specinl features of modern war-
fare, were practiced, The present type

of homl grenndes was used,

Jupunese were first to lontroduce
these missiles at Port Arthur, but the
recent form of the grenade is quite
changed nnd the weanpon much im-
proved. The Mills standard bomb, a
Brivish * lovention, was chiefly em-
ployed, It is about the size and shape
of o large lemon, 18 made of steel, the
outside  ecorrugated Into 48  small
sguares which, upon explosion of theo
bomb geatter In n wide aren. It will
not explode untll relensed from the
hand of the thrower. A lever, fitted In-
to o slot at the top, extonds halfway
anround the clreumference and 18 held
In place by a fixing pin. A small metal
ring upon this pin renders 4 extrac-
tion easy when ready to be thrown: In
casting, the bomb annd lever are tights
Iy grasped In the right hand, the left
foot 18 advanced and the bomb 18
hurled with an overhead bowling mo-
tion, much as in ericket, As the bomb
leaves the hand, the lever, nctunted by
n spring, 1s loosened and falls to the

ground, thus removing nn Impediment
to the true flight of the miksle. When

the lever flieg off, a & ong spring 1s
relensed, forcing the firiog pin Into a
percussion cap. This ignltes the fuse,
which burns until the main charge of
ammonial explodes,

UNKNOWN LAKES AND RIVERS

Interlor of Labrador Found to Possess
Many Unmapped Bodies of Water
and Streams.

Chalns of lukes hitherto unmapped
and rivers equally unknown were tra-
versed In the Interlor of Labrador by
the exploring parties of representa-
tives of the National Geographic socl-
ety and the Carnegie museum, Pltts-
burgh, which arrived at 8t. Johns, N,
V., recently, says a correspondent.
The journey covered about 700 miles
over a route never hefore traveled by
white men and was made mors diffigolt
by the fact that the five Indians who
were taken along ns guides proved to
be unfamiliar with the country,

The party Included E. B, C. Todd,
curator of ornithelogy in the Carnegle
musenm ; O, J. Murle, curator of mam-
mals in the same institution, and Al-
fred Marshall of Clideago,

They left Seven Iflands bany on the
north side of the Guif of St. Lawrence,
about the end of Muy and traveled
north by cance and ‘portages, reach-
ing Fort Chlmno, near Urgava bay, Au-
gust 22, In additior to mapping the
country, they stulied its natural his-
tory.
